SENATE DICTATION 
CHARGED BY MEMBERS 


Lankford Only Member 
of Georgia Delegation 
Voting in Support of 
the Bill. 


Washington, April 15.—Republican 
leaders, supported by all except 
eight of their party and by 15 dem- 
ocrats, pushed the Young emergency 
tariff and anti-dumping through the 
house late today. The vote was 269 
to 112, with two members voting 
present. 

Passage of the measure came at 
the end of a stormy session during 
which a handfal of democrats, aided 
by few republicans, had harrassed 
the leaders of the republican side 
persistently for more than four 
hours. Charges th the republic- 
ans had bowed to the “dictation 
of the senate,” were hurled not only 
by Representative Garrett, Tennes- 
see, acting democratic leader, but 
by Representative Newton, Minneso- 
ta, and Representative Luce, Massa- 
chusetts, both republicans, as well. 

The battle was later continued 
when Representative Mondell, Wyo- 
ming, republican floor leader, an- 
_nouneed a plan for the house to} 
meet tomorrow to receive a report 
from the immigration eommittee. 
This was objected to by Mr, Gar- 
rett, who said the republican mem- 
bers of the immigration commit- 
tee had acted without first having 
organized .thir committee. Dermho- 
cratic committee members had not 
been selected, Mr. Garrett asserted, 
urging that the report, said to be on 


the immigration restriction bill, be 


delayed until the “democrats have 
a chance to see it.” After half'a 
dozen exchanges Mr. Mondell agreed 
to wait and the house adjourned 
until Monday. 

Heated Discussion. 

Heated discussion marked the tar- 
{ff debate which revealed a wide 
split in the Texas delegation. Sev- 
eral Louisiana members also sup- 
ported the tariff program. The dis- 
cussion was particularly pointed 
when Representative Connolly, dem- 
ocrat, Texas, chided his colleague, 
Representative Hudspeth, for ‘‘de- 
serting his party.” 

Besides Mr. Hudspeth, the roll call 
showed the following democrats vot- 
ing for the tariff: Parish Blanton 
and Jones of Texas; Dupree Favrot 
Martin and Lazaro of Louisiana;

WILLIAMS BOYS 
~ STILL AT LIBERTY 


_Greene F. Johnson, Coun- 


sel for Father, States He 
Believes That They 
Have Left State. 


Declaring that they had received 
no reliable information concerning 
the reported surrendet of Marvin, 
Huland and LeRoy Williams, sons 
of John S. Williams, both federal 
and Jasper county officials and 
Greene F. Johnson, leading counsel 
of the elder Williams, stated Friday 
night that in their opinion’ the 
boys have left the state and will 
not give up to authorities for trial 
on murder indictments. 

In addition to these statements, 
W. H. Key, also counsel foe John 
S. Williams, was in Atlanta Friday 
to secure the release of John Free- 
man, a former negro employee of 
the Williams plantation, and he de- 
clared that he had not seen the boys 
sir.ce the ‘day their father was 
brougv#t from the Newton county 
jail to the Fulton tewer. Freeman, 
according to Mr. Key, desires to re- 
turn to the farm, and the attorney 
was seeking his release for this 
purpose. 

. Campbell Has no News, 

Solictior Doyle Campbell stated 
that he knew nothing of published 
negotiations through which the boys 
are reported to be willing to sur- 
render if the federal 
charges are dismissed. Vincent 
Hughes, in charge of the Georgia 
bureau of investigation of the de- 
partment of justice, declared that 
even if such negotiations were made, 
the government would not accept 
the alleged proposition, 

Continuing his remarks, Solicitor 
Campbell said that he did not know 
whether the Williams boys would be 
tried in Jasper county. The Senti- 
ment in Jasper is divided as to the 
change of venue, he said, and Judge 
J. B. Park will decide the question. 
The solicitor denied that he had re- 
ceived any authoritative informa- 
tion regarding the surrender of the 
fugitives and voiced the opinion 
that they were far from this state. 

“If they haven't left Georgia, they 
have certainly had ample opportu- 
nity to do so,” he said. 

While he has not yet been em- 
ployed as counsel for the Williams 
boys. Mr. Johnson stated that it 
was probable that he would repre- 
sent them if they are brought to 
trial. He will hold a _ conference 
with the elder Williams at the Ful- 
ton tower one day next week. 

“Just Begun to Fight.” 

“We've just begun to fight,” he 
said,” and we will push our motion 
for a new trial.”

Miners Refuse to Fol, 
low Leader in Reopen- 
ing Negotiations With 
Pit Leaders.

London, April 15.—Faced by the 
greatest industrial crisis in the his- 
tory of the country, Lloyd-George 
has apparently succeeded in smash- 
ing the lialson between the miners’ 
federation and the railway men and 
transport workers, has averted the 
threatened general strike of the 
triple alliance, and ha® placed the 
miners themselves in a position from 
which it will be difficult to with- 
draw gracefully. 

The triple alliance has withdrawn 


grounds that the striking federa- 
tion was wrong in refusing to re- 
open negotiations, and has there- 
fore left the miners to their own 
resoltirces—either to prosecute the 
present strike or to give in to the 
growing demand for conciliation. 

Lloyd-George’s tactics during the 
past hectic twenty-four hours were 
characterized by his usual strate- 
gy. In effect the premier has suc- 
ceeded in doing what he usually 
does in a crisis—play one side 
against the other. The action of 
the triple alliance is proof of his 
success. ae 

The miners are still stubbornly 
holding out against any meeting 
with the owners until their demand 
for national pooling of profits and 
a national wage board has been met. 
Lloyd-George is inclined to concede 
the Jatter point. but is firmly against 
the proposal to pool profits. 

The next move is up to the min- 
ers. They may determine-to carry 
on the strike and continue the de- 
structivé tactics which have char- 
acterized their action in the more 
radical localities. On the other 
hand, depressed by the apparent de- 
sertion of the railwaymen and 
transport workers, they may enter 
into wage discussions with the own- 
ers, as had been promised by Frank 
Hodges, their secretary. In par- 
liament Thursday night, and in the 
mean time send the pump and main- 
tenance men back to work until a 
settlement is reached, 

Friday was a day 
anxiety on all sides. The declara- 
tion of Hodges twelve hours before 
had heartened the workers for 


peace and heartened the entire m&- 
tion during the morning. Later, 


however, when news of the repudia- 
tion of Hodges’ promise to meet 
the owners was made public, the 
deepest gloom settled over the nouse 
of commons, board of trade, and 
other public departments concerned 
in affecting an agreement. 

Tpis was followed, however, by 
the welcome decision of the triple 
alliance, announced by J. H. Thom- 
as, the conservative labor leader, 
who declared that the railwaymen 
and transport workers could not 
support the miners in their refusal 
to negotiate. 3 

Crowds surrounding the houses of 
parliament -and the newspaper 


buildings in Fleet street waited all 
morning for some decision. At noon 
they had despaired of any decision 
which would stave off the indus- 
trial war. At 4 o'clock, with but 
six heurs more before the “direct 
action” which would have thrown 
all British industry into turmoil, 
they received the news with cheers 
of relief.

Helped 
Con Men. 


“Chief Poole has hitherto denied 
that he or his men have assisted the 
bunco men in any way,” said Ewing. 


“Well, tonight I produced an unim- 
peachable witness in Mr. Soelke, who 
produced affidavits from Waggoner 
and Arthur, which were indorsed by 
Chief Poole, and these affidavits 
helped a confidence man fight ex- 
tradition to Georgia. These aftidavits 
were prepared in Cihef Poole's of- 
fice and were witnessed by Il. H. 
Lindsay, who was Poole’s clerk at 
the time. 

“This fight has just begun. I am 
going away for more evidence that 
will startle them. When I appear 
before the committee I will explain 
my connection with the Straussnider 
case, the case in which Floyd Wood- 
ward claims he paid me $1,000 to fix 
John Boykin. In this very case Boy- 
kin kept a man in- Chicago for an 
indefinite period, trying to extradite 
Straussnider, and even though he 
might have been innocent, the fact 
remains that the detectives assisted 
John Y. Smith and myself in the 
preparation of his defense.” 

Ewing also explained that the 
“Tom DeFee,” of the affidavits, is 
not Tom DeFoor, of Atlanta. 

Hearing Starts at 7:30. 

The hearing did not start until 
7:30 o’clock and every avaiiable 
inch in the council chamber was 
filled with humanity. 

Mrs. Jj. C.-.Davis. of 467 South 
Pryor street, a policewoman. was 
the first witness called. She testi- 
fie] that she had arrested Mark 
Tillery with the assistance of De- 
tectives Arthur and Chafin in front 
of the ‘postoffice. 

‘T had seen Tillery previously on 
the street, where he and his asso- 
ciates were generally understood to 
be bookmakers, taking bets on horse 
races.” she said. “When I arrested 
him I had overheard him talking 
with a man from Texas and had 
judged from his conversation that 
he was about to fleece the other 
man out of a check for a large 
amount, a thousand dollars, as I 
heard the conversation. I had rec- 
ognized Tillery and Ingram, the 
man who was with him, as belong: 
ing to the bookmaking crowd that 
hung out around the Ansley hotel.” 

Mr. Black: “When you reached 
the station, did you take the mat- 
ter up with any of the officers of 
the detective department ” 

Witness: “I talked with Lieuten- 
ant Shaw about it. I told him I 
thought it was terrible for ~—— 
men to be allowed to swindle stran- 
gers here and asked him if it wasnt 
possible to have these men con- 
victed of vagrancy and run out of 
town. Lieutenant Shaw told me 
that he had been working as a po- 
liceman a whole lot longer than I 
had and he had found it impossible 
to convict any of that class as va- 
grants as they could always get 
witnesses to swear the men had 
work. Ingram and Tillery were 
each fined $26.” 

Mr. Black: “How did you recog- 
nize Tillery?” 

Witness: “I had seen a picture of

This phase of the proceedings was 
slow-moving, since counsel for the 
detectives asked to see each piece of 
the documentary evidence before its 
introduction.

Gave Him Directions. 


The witness said that on his ar- 
rival in Atlanta he immediately 
registered at the Piedmont hotel, 
then went to the address in West 
Peachtree, where he did not find 
Smith but where he received direc- 
tions as to how to find Floyd Wood- 
ward. He talked to a woman who 
said she was Mrs. Smith. said the 
witness. 

“The address she gave mé@ was 
59 1-2 Cone street,” said Soelke, “and 
I went, after some difficulty in 
finding it, to that address. She 
told me also, by the way, that J. 
O. Ewing was, or had been, the 
attorney for Woodward. 

“I got to the address, 59 1-2 Cone 
street, which was a hotel, and they 
told me that Woodward was not in. 
I left my card and asked that he 
call me at the Piedmont. After a 
while, at the Piedmont, I got a 
phone calf from a man I afterward 
learned to be Woodward. I met 
him the next morning in Mr. 
Ewing's office, but Mr. Ewing was 
not there. 

“T told Woodward that Straussni- 
der was being held in Chicago with- 
out bail and that I was looking for 
the man mentioned in the letter as 
the man who fleeced Mitchell.” 


Another Man Sought. 


The letters introduced had indi- 
cated that there was another man 
in the case, not Straussnider, who 
was being sought. The man who 
did the fleecing was supposed to 
have a thumb missing. 

“Woodward,” continued the wit- 
ness. “gave me the name of Mr. 
Cooper, the house detective at the 
Piedmont, and the name of. Vandiver, 
an Atianta insurance man, telling 
me that either of these woul@ be 
able to give me a good descr ion 
of the man wno had fleeced Mitchell 
of his money at the Piedmont hotel. 
He also said that there was an 
Atlanta detective named Waggoner 
who had sent a telegram describing 
the man who had victimized 
Mitchell. He referred me to De- 


.tective Arthur, also, saying that he 


had the same description of the 


man.” 

The witness then told of his 
visits to the police. station at 
Woodward's direction, and of tele- 
Phoning Chief Poole, whose num- 
ber had been given him by Wood- 
ward. He said that he found none 
of them at the police station on 
his first visit. 

“It went to Cooper’s house and 
secured an affidavit from him as 
to the man who had supposedly 
fleeced Mitchell. There was no no- 
tary present, so the next day I 
met Cooper down town and we 
went to the office of a notary in 
the Healey huilding. It just hap- 
pened that we were in the same 
building with Mr. Henry F. Van- 
diver, the other man to whom I 
had been referred, so I went to 
him and he also gave me an affi- 
davit. I also showed him a picture 
of Straussnider.”’ 


Hands Doctments to Black. 


As the witness mentioned each 
piece of documentary evidence, he 
drew it from a portfolio he carried 
in his lap and handed it over to 
a Black, who was questioning 

m. 


Soelke said that after he had 
seen Vandiver it became necessary 
for him to go back to Chicago, and 
that Woodward told him he would 
secure the affidavits from Wag- 
goner and Arthur and forward them 
to the Illinois city. 

‘Later I gseceived these two docu- 
ments,” he said, handing the two 
affidavits later read to the commit- 
tee to Mr. Black. ‘With » Reaven was 
a letter from Mr. Ewing.” ‘The 
letter was also introduced. 

After counsel! for the detectives 
had looked over the documents, ob- 
jections were offered by Judge 
Hines and Herbert Clay, on ac- 
count of the contention that there 
was nothing relevant in the writ- 
ten evidence. 

“IT want them ifttroduced simply 
as pert of this transaction,” said 
Mr. Black, “since they were all 
contained in the envelope that held 
the other evidence.” 

Chairman Sims ruled the evidence 
admissible. 

Identifies Letter. 

Mr. Soelke then identified a letter 
written him by Joe Ewing, which en- 
closed the detectives’ affidavits. “Ew- 
ing made the comment that he did 
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Arthur affidavit, as he leanéd to- 
ward the Mitchell story, but called 
especial attention to the Waggoner 
affidavit. Waggoner, he said, be- 
lieved that an attempt was being 
made to frame Straussnider. 


The gist of the affidavits was that 
the affiants had examined witnesses 
in the Mitchell case and they had all 
agreed that the men who had fleeced 
Mitchell had his thumb off. 

Soelke testified that the first pro- 
ceedings he appeared in for Straus- 
snider were in the Chicago Municipal 
court, when he combatted a warrant 
charging him to be a fugitive from 
justice from Georgia, and with con- 
spiracy in connection with the Mitch- 
ell case. Detective Jamieson, he 
said, was at the hearing, represent- 
ing the interests of the state of 
Georgia. 

The Missing Thumb. 

On questions by Mr. Black, Soelke 
declared that the question of the 
missing thumb was one of the prin- 
cipal issues of the proceedings, as 
he was able to raise a question of 
identity on account of the fact that 
Straussnider had two good thumbs. 
The affidavits of the Atlanta de- 
tectives were also used by him be- 
fore a board appointed by the gov- 
ernor of nois to investigate the 
application for extradition. The 
board denied application for extra- 
dition. Inithe meantime, however, 
Straussnider was held by the Illinois 
authorities as a parole violator_due 
to the charges brought in Georgia. 

Again he used the affidavits of 
the Atlanta sleuths to enable Straus- 
snider to be put back on parole. He 
testified that he had heard the tes- 
timony of Mitchell and the em- 
ployees of the Piedmont hotel] iden- 
tifying Straussnider as the man who 
had fleeced Mitchell. 

Mr. Black: “The denial of extra- 
dition was largely /due then. to the 
affidavits of Atlanta detectives, 
while another detective was on the 
scene waiting to bring Straussnider 
back?” 

Witness: “I introduced the affi- 
davits for that purpose.” 

Affidavits Very Hands. 

Continuing his narrative, Mr. 
Soelke said “there was a further 
attempt to extradite Straussnider 
by the governor of Indiana and we 
used the Georgia affidavits in that 
ease. After this I received a letter 
from Ewing, who complained that 
he had never received pay for the 
work he had done in getting the 
affidavits. The next time I heard 
from Ewing was about ten days 
aro when he wrote asking me to 
send him the affidavits. I wrote 
him that he could get certified 
copies of them, but that as_ the 
Georgia indictments were still pend- 
ing aginast Straussnider and as 
the affidavits were part of the 
record in the extradition cases, I 
did not feel at liberty to let him 
have the original copies. 

“Ewing then called on me_ in 
person and again I told him that I 
couldn’t permit him to take away 
the affidavits. However, I allowed 
him to take away Bertillion photos 
of Straussnider. These photos bear

Unveiled 


As Memorial to Mrs. Lyons 


An impressive service will be 
held at the First Presbyterian 
church Supday morning when the 
second of a series of eleven’ mem- 
orial windows will be unveiled. 
The memorial, which was designed 
and made by the ecclsiastica] de- 
artment of Tiffany’s, in New 

ork, will be dedicated to the 
memory of the wife of Dr. Jd. 
Sprole Lyons, pastor of the church, 
and will be unveiled by a member 
of the Lyons family. 

Rev. Charles R. Hemphill, of 
Louisville, Ky., who is a life-long 
friend of the Lyons family, will 
deliver the morning sermon, which 
will begin at 11 o’clock. 

“Paul at Phillippi’ is the sub- 
ject of the window, with the par- 
icular text illustrated, being the 
aptism of Lydia, which took place 
on the banks of a stream where 
Paul and Silas went for prayer 
during their stay as mfssionaries 
in Macedonia. 


Baptism of Lydia. 


In the center of the memorial, 
which is of Gothic design of 
favrile glass, Lydia and her chil- 
dren are shown Kneeling before 
Paul, represented as baptising her 
with water from the stream A 
short distance in the background, 
the figure of Silas appears. Im- 
mediately to the left, higher on 
the bank, are grouped a number 
of onlooKers—women who were 
Lydia’s companions before the ar- 
rival of the missionaries; and be- 
hind them stands a Roman sol- 
dier, significant of the power of 
Rome throughout all Macedonia 
at the time. 

In the foreground of the right 
panel, close to the stream on the 
farther. bank, stand three figures; 
a native woman, who represents 
an Ethiopian, come with her 
pitcher for water; a pilgrim lean- 
ing on his staff; and a Hebrew, 
dressed in the typical costume of 
the period, all of whom are 
watchers on the scene. Each 
shows seme interest or at least 
curiosity in the baptism, and in 


] 


the Hebrew’s face one feads the 
perplexity and incredulity § so 
characteristic of his race at that 
time, whem the teachings of Christ 
were first being preached abroad. 

The quiet, pastoral background, 
which is visible through the arched 
branches of palms, is drawn in 
prominent contrast with the deep, 
rich colors of the robes of the fig- 
ures, which bring out the scene 
minutely. The greatest light in 
the window is concentrated upon 
the he&Aad and shoulders of Paul, 
which acts to emphasize and en- 
liven the deeply spiritual qualities 
of his face. 


Decorative Canopy. 


Three large openings are pre- 
sented on the window, in the upper 
part of which is a decorative can- 
opy on a background of deep blue, 
which has as a center a suspended 
lighted lamp—symbol of the 
light of truth. elow the center 
panel under a Roman arch is an 
opened book bearing inscriptions 
from Matthew, 28:19-20, “Go, ye, 
therefore and make disciples of all 
nations,” and “Lo, I am with you 
always”: while to the left and 
right of this are smaller panels 
in which swords, the emblems of 
Paul’s martydom, are illustrated. 

Directly below the three large 
panels are inscribed the following 
texts: “Whose heart the Lord 
opened that she attended unto the 
things which were spoken,” from 
Acts 16:14, and “As for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord,” 
Joshua 24:15. 

At the base of the window ap- 
pear the dedication inscription: 

1861—John Sprole Lyons, pastor 
of the church—1914. 

“Erected by this church to the 
glory of God as a tribute to a 
faithful pastor and his beloved 
wife. 
ue Liliard Lyons— 
1919.” : 

The memorial which is being 
erected by the congregation, will 
be featured by an impressive mu- 
sical program Sunday morninw.

received the full text of the mes- 
sage trom the far eastern re- 
public of Siberia. A statement is- 
sued by the constituent assembly 
a - nite. The appeal was ftor- 
warded to Charles R. Crane, Amer- 
ican minister at Peking, who for- 
warded it to the state  depart- 
ment. 

Pointing out that the new gov- 
ernment has no relation to the 
soviet regime in European Rus- 
sia, the message reads: 

“East of Baikau, to the Pacific, 
new independent, democratic 
state, separate and distinct in its 
form of government and social 
structure from the system  pre- 
vailing in Soviet Russia, is being 
organized. 
bly of the far east, 
the basis of universal suffrage, 
and representing all classes of 
society, looks up to the great re- 
public across the sea for inspira- 
tion and assistance. 1: the 
earnest hope of our people 
the new administration and con- 
gress will lend a helping hand to 
our young -republic in its strug- 
gling intervention and for a sep- 
arate independent existence.” 

The suggestion of intervention 
is understood to refer to the Jap- 
anese, who are still . retaining 
forces in Siberia. 

The message declares that “for 
years, our country, the far eastern 
territories of the former Russian 
empire, has been the battleground 
for foreign invasion and civil 
wars.” 

The plea continues: 

“Torn asunder by hostilities on 
endless fronts, separated from 
Central Russia by the limitless 
space of Siberia, unwilling to be- 
come the base for a campaign 
against Russia, our people have 
risen as one and taken the cause 
of liberation in their own hands.” 

The greater part of the country, 
it is stated has been pacified. The 
troops of General Semenoff, in the 
southern part of the maritime 
province, are declared to offer:the 
only disturbance, “taking advan- 
take of the illegal occupation of 
that territory.’ 

The state department has given 
no indication of its attitude to- 
ward the new republic, beyond the 
fact that the situation was beirg 
studied.

“Escape these dilemmas if you 
can. There is no use splitting hairs 
or drawing: nice distictions. We have 
either used: our power to rob a 
neighboring state, or we have not. 
If we robbed Colombia, we owe her 
restitution, atonement, apology, If 
we have not, we do not owe her 
anything. If her friendship is in 
the market for sale, let her take 
it to a market that buys friendship. 
We have never bought friendship, 
and we ought always to be too proud 
to offer to buy it. We have had 
friendships when we have deserved 
them. We shall continue to have 
them as long as we shall continue 
to deserve hem, and no longer. 

Swern to Constitution. 

“We have sworn to abide by the 
constitution and we are now ad- 
ministering trust funds in a court 
of equity. We are asked to restore 
to a wrongdoer the amount of dam- 
age that ne did to himself when he 
was not himself. f that is the 
kind of*logic that addresses itself 
to your reason, senators, then fol- 
low iC. I have not the slightest 
inclination to dictate to any man 
or to change any man’s opinion; I 
claim only the right to stand by my 
own; but I will say, that if we set 
this example—if we adopt this 
precedent, and every lawyer knows 
that a precedent is as strong as a 
statute and less subject to repeal— 
then cur future is full of peril, 
our national treasury will be leaky 
forever and our own people will 
in the desperation turn elsewhere 
for the relief which they have failed 
to receive as a result of the change 
in government last year.” 

Senator Watson then launched 
into a discussion of world affairs, 
in which he said that the condition 
of the people everywhere has be- 
come almost one of despair and des- 
peration. He declared that Amer- 
ica did not do wrong in offering 
encouragement ta revolutionists in 
Panama. : . 

“We are hereditary revolution- 
ists,” he said. “We are so from in- 
stinct, history and tradition; we 
are s0 by sentiment; our monu- 
ments, our history, our poetry, our 
literature, are revclutionary. I do 
not .ook in the face of a single sen- 
ator who is not proud of the fact 
that he can say that his ancestors 
were extremely revolutionary some 
years ago. I mean, of course, as 
far back as 1776.” 

He asked “Is there a historian on 
this floor who can cite me to a 
single instance where a successful 
revolution was accomplished by any 
people of modern Europe without 
assistance from outside—foreign, if 
you please?’ 

Did Not Steal. 


Concluding. he said: “Mr. Presi- 
dent, we did not steal anything 
from Colombia. because Colombla 
had nothing on the isthmus to steal. 
Panama had some malaria) lakes: 
she had some mosquito-infested 
swamps; she had an uncontrollable 
torrent of a river: and Colombia, 
astraddle of the narrow isthmus, 
eould not get one leg fn contact 
with the other: she could not do 
what Florida can do; she could not 
carry any product of one coast to 
the other. and they were just as 
much sparated from each other 
commercially as we are separated 
from Yucatan. 

“I remember that Senator Lodge 
said when this subject was before 
the senate a few vears_ago that 
he would never consent to such a 
monstrous thing. but he has flop- 
ped. Is it because of an oil prop- 
osition that Secretary Fall pipe- 
lined into this treatv?”

Matter of Wages. 

However, there is still much 
ground to cover before the internal 
situation of the railroads is stab- 
ilized..

tion. To my mind nothing could 
happen ‘to the schoolysystem which 
would prove more disastrous. Tho 
Girls’ High school has stood the 
test of time for 49 years and 
during that time has made and 
sustained a name for efficiency, 
integrity, thoroughness second to 
no school in the country. The grad- 
uates of this school have entered 
colleges from Massachusetts’ to 
California, and from the Great 
Lakes to Florida, and have al- 
ways stood among the foremost 
in their classes, and in many 
cases the highest honors have 
gone to them. In_ business, in the 
professions, in the social and 
home life of the community and 
the country, graduates of the Girls’ 
High school have _ taken their 
places as recognized leaders.

White Oak Is Selected 
To Represent Georgia 
On Avenue at Capital

Editor Constitution: <A beautiful 
thought recently occurred to the 
management of the American For- 
estry association, Washington, D. 
C., namely, that there shall be 
planted, along one of the most trav- 
eled streets in the national capital, 
a forest tree from each state in the 
union that will be representative of 
such state. 

Each tree will be carefully plant- 
éd and nurtured until it shall have 
made sufficient progress to be able 
to “hoe its own roty.” 

Each tree will have attached to 
it a metal or other tablet on which 
will be inscribed the na.sre of the 
tree, the state for which it stands, 
and the date it was planted. 

The Georgia department of agri- 
culture was requested to select a 
tree for the purpose stated. Hon. 
J. J. Brown, commissioner of agri- 
culture, referred the question as to 
the choice of a tree to the under- 
signed. 

After due consideration, the white 
oak (quercus alba) was recommend- 
ed as most appropriat.. This was 
agreed on, the American Forestry 
association was notified, and ar- 
rangements made at once to procure 
a tree of suitable size and have the 
same _forwarded~to the ‘association 
in the latter part of next autumn. 

There are fifty species of oaks in 
the United States, exclusive’ of a 
score or. more of the less notable 
and the hybrids. The oaks are di | 
vided into two great groups—wiite 
oak and black oak. The white oak 
is found from Maine to Minnesota, 
from the west to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. It is the leader in Georgia, 
with a state-wide adantability. 

The white oak iS a. moderately 
rapid, persistent grower. At ma- 
turity it is a stately tree, umbra- 
geous and symmetrical. It attains a 
height of 60 to 130 feet, with a cor- 
responding diameter of two and one- 
hair to six feet. 

ahe white oak is regarded as the 
most valuable of American oaks. 
The uses to which the wood is put 
are numerous—shipbuilding, coop- 
erage, carriage and wagon stock, 
agricultural implements, cabinet 
making, interior finishing, etc. 

In this connection it may be stated 
with propriety that the govern- 
ment, a short time ago, prepared 
and published a list of 100 impor- 
tant forest trees in the United 
State&. In studying that list, the 
undersigned found that 62 per cent 
of those trees have their habitat in 
Georgia.

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Board: Is Attacked for 
Spending More Money 
Than Was Appropriated 
for New Cyclorama. 


Charges of gross incompetence 
were hurled at the park board Fri- 
day by Councilman Robert A. Gor- 
don, who said that the . members 
were not capable of spending the 
funds at their command judiciously. 

The occasion was the meeting in 
the morning of the finance commit- 
tee of council and the immediate 
stimulus to the fiery remarks of 
the councilman was the contempla- 
tion of expenditure on the new cy- 
clorama of $50,000 in excess of the 
‘original appropriation of $100,000. 

A threat was voiced by Mr. Gor- 
don to take the fight to council and 
insist on the passage of a measure 
to deprive the park board of au- 
thority to spend any more money, 
vesting this power in council in- 
stead. The first outburst* of Mr. 
Gordon came when he‘ noticed on 
the pay roll of the cycloranf& con- 


struction that George A. Clayton, 
superintendent, was receiving $400 a 


month. 
Slipshod Handling. 


The idea was preposterous, said 
Mr. Gordon, who asked if any mem- 
ber of the park board would pay 
such a man for some one to super- 
intend building on his private prop- 
erty. Mr. Gordon said that he felt 
the manner Of handling the.funds 
had been slipshod and that there 
should be some one else to super- 
vise the construction of the cyclo- 
rama building. 

Exception to the remarks of Mr. 
Gordon was taken by Henry F. Gar- 
rett, park commissioner from the 
fourth ward and chairman of the 
improvements committee. Mr. Gar- 
rett sald that he thought the men 
on the board were as competent to 
handle funds as was Mr. Gordon.

WESLEY 1S PLANNING 
FOR 18TH ANNIVERSARY 


Great Rally Will Be Held at 
Church, on Sunday, 
April 24. 


The Wesley Memorial church will 
hold a rally on Sunday, April 24, 
the occasion being the 16th anni- 
versary of the opening of the 
church. It will be held at the 
church pbuilding, corner of Auburn 
avenue and Ivy street. 

On this day Bishop W. A. Candler 
will preach, assisted by Lincoln Me- 
Connell. Mr. McConnell has the dis- 
tinction of being the first pastor 
of the church holding the opening 
service before fifty charter mem- 
bers in 1910, assisted by Bishop 
Candler. 

It was largely through the ef: 


forts of Bishop Candler that the 
Wesley Memorial church was buiit.

26, 1903, but meetings were held for 
some years in the old Atlanta Ath- 
letic club, until a state-wide cam- 
paign was begun by Bishop Cand- 
ler on June 15, 1904, for funds to 
build the present church.

Crusade on Loafers. 
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COUNTERFEITER 
SAYS HE LEARNED 
TRADE IN PRISON 


James Henry Smith, of Randolph 
county, a graduate of the unrecog- 
nized counterfeiting class in ithe 
federal penitentiary, was arraigned 
on charges of making corfnterfeit 
money Friday morning before 
United States Commissioner Car- 
ter, and was sent to jail.in de- 
fault of $3,000 bond. His son, 
Harvey Cecil Smith, 24 years old, 
of Arabi, Ga., to whom the older 
Smith imparted his Knowledge of 
the art of counterfeiting after his 
release from the. peniteniary, is 
jailed at Albany in default of 
$1,000 bond, on charges of coun- 
terfeiting. 

Both men were arrested by 
secret service operatives, who had 
been investigating counterfeiting 
in Crisp and Randolph counties for 
several weeks. The arrest of the 
two men brings the total of coun- 
terfeiters apprehended in this state 
in the last three weeks to five. H. 
Brooke Arnold, the operative who 
arrested the men, said the secret 
service was “out to clean up Geor- 
gia of counterfeiters.” 

Moulds for making bogus nickels 
and fake coins were found in the 
homes of both prisoners, and a 
number of counterfeit coins were 
found in their pockets. Not many 
coins had been put in circulation 
by the two men before they were 
arrested. 

The elder Smith was committed 
to the penitentiary in December, 
1919, to serve a year and a day 
for illicit distilling. He said he 
learned the art of counterfeiting 
while in prison, and taught his son 
upon his release. The younger 
Smith substantiated his father’s 
story.

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STOCKS REVERSE 
DULL TENDENGY 


New York, April 15.—The stock 
market was active and strong to- 
day, suddenly reversing its position 
of previous days this week as a 
result of cumulative developments 
of a highly encouraging character. 

Chief among these was the deci- 
sion of the United States railway 


labor board abrogating the con- 
tracts entered into by the federal 
administration. This . leaves the 
transportation companies free to 
deal individually with their em- 
ployees and not with the labor or- 
Sanizations. 

Improvement in the British labor 
situation exerted a favorable influ- 
ence, while the reduction of dis- 
count rates by the Boston branch 
of the federal reserve board height- 
ened expectations of easier money 
rates in the near future, 

Domestic industrial advices were 
mixed. but constructive in the main. 
Tendencies toward trade stabiliza- 
tion were furnished by additional 
price cuts in steel] and iron prod- 
ucts announced by one of the United 
States Steel subsidiaries and several] 
of the independent producers. 

In other branches of industry and 
commerce, such as textile, leathers 
and general merchandise, overnight 
advices were distinctly hopetul, 
pointing to increased output and 
revival of public consumption, 

Heavy gelling for profits failed to 
impair prices, the list being at its 
best in the last hour. Leading 
rails made net gains of 1 to almost 
3 points, while oils, steels, equip- 
ments and related specialties regis- 
tered advances of 2 to 4 1-2 points. 

Domestic money rates were again 
unchanged, but remittances’ to 
Europe hardened, the only excep- 
tion being the Italian rate, which 
forfeited part of its recent rise. 
Both Argentine and Chilean rates 
were at new low records, reflecting 
more unsettling trade conditions in 
those countries. 

Bonds were dull and benefitted 
only slightly by the day’s news, 
Liberty issues, tractions and some 
of the foreign group made moderate 
gains. Total sales, par value, were 
$9,975,000. 


SHEET STEEL PRICES 
ARE SHARPLY CUT 


New York, April 15.—Price reduc- 
tions for sheet steel were announc- 
ed today by thé American Sheet 
and Tin Plate company, a subsidi- 
ary of @dhe United States Steel cor- 
poration. 

The reductions varied from $7 to 
$14 a ton on various products. 
Earlier this week the United States 
Steel corporation announced price 
cuts affecting other lines. 

Reductions announced today were 
No. 10 blue annuled from $3.55 
per 100 pounds to $3.10; No. 28 
black, from $4.35 to $4, and No. 28, 
g..lvanized, from $5.70 to $3. 

Simultaneous with the price cut 
contemplated immediate expansion 
of operations and the re-hiring of 
several hundred men laid off some 
time ago.

The market 
here at once made a sharp advance, 
witk a much broader volume of buy- 
ing on the upturn. Profit-taking 
sales, however, assumed liberal pro- 
portions and there was a good deal 
of bearish comment on the fact 
that the British coOa] miners’ strike 
Was apparently to be maintained. 
On the other hand, chances of freez- 
ing weather and of other adverse 
domestic crop conditions were 
against any further slashing of val- 
ues.

There were set- 
backs right after the call, owing to 
conflicting British labor news, but 
the announcement that the call] for 
a strike of railroad men and trans- 
port workers had been cancelled, 
soon reached the ring. Liverpool 
bought here on the news, while there 
was active covering by Wall street 
and local shorts which sent the price 
of May deliveries up to 12.18 and Oc- 
tober to 13.22, or 42 to 44 points above 
last night’s closing figures. Fresh 
buying for long account was_re- 
stricted by reports of increasing Néw 
England mill curtailment; however, 
while there was some scattered 
southern selling on the advance, 
and after the more urgent demand 
from shorts had been supplied, prices 
showed a tendency to ease off. 

Late cables from Liverpool report- 
ing a belief there that the calling 
off of the general strike would soon 
be followed. by a settlement of the 
troubles in the coal mines, failed to 
stimulate buying, but reactions of 
some 10 to 15 points from the best 
were followed by slight late rallies 
on renewed covering.

The following statement is issued 
by the committee on church co-op- 
eration:

The presence of this power in At- 
lanta has been shown by the draw- 
ing of more than three thousand 
men, women and children into our 
churches in the last few weeks, and 
Dr. Stoves was urging that pastors 
and laymen should press forward 
with the work or extending the 
kingdom of God on earth.

The price of power is the sacri- 
fice of self. As was pointed out by 
Dr. Stoves, the Holy Spirit with the 
infinite power of God can come into 
the life of the man or woman who 
is willing to be used in any place 
or service, however distasteful, 
humble or obscure, but not other- 
wise. 

Are these new members of our 
churches willing to be so used? 
Will they and the thousands, who 


‘for years past have claimed to fol- 


low Christ, so offer themselves to 
God for any service anywhere and 
in any stations? 

Will pastors so offer themselves 
and call for such sacrifice from 
those who look to them for leader- 
ship? 

If leaders and people will do this 
one thing necessary, Atlanta and 
Georgia will be filled with the in- 
finite power of God. City and state, 
whatever their problems—financial, 
industrial, criminal or racial—will 
be safe. And help will quickly go 
to the starving of China. 

Will you so offer yourself? 

What will you do when in China 
men and women, who have already 
sacrificed all. choosing obscurity 
for their lot in that unhappy land, 
face a situation such as this? First 
came drouth for two years. Then, 
when the beginning of a crop show- 
ed above the ground with the sug- 
gestion of hope, clouds of locusts 
appeared. Only the dry brown 
earth was left and a helpless people 
facing inevitable death if help from 
the outside should fail to come. 

Starving Babies Freezing. 


Clothes, everything have been sold 
for food. Frightful cold has come. 
Eleanor Franklin Egan, in The Sat- 
urday Evening Post, says: 

“In the first hovel we entered we 
and five children. 
The woman’s body was just cov- 
ered, and that’s all. A young girl 
had ona single unbelievably ragged 
garment of thin cotton, and the 
boys among them shared some 
scraps, but the baby, about a year 
old, was naked as God made her. 

“She was quiet as a mouse. Chi- 
nese babies seldom cry. But when 
we stood her on her wobbly legs to 
put her into a little suit she was 
shaking with an ague. When we 
got her all covered up you should 
have seen her pat herself. It was 
evident—she was wondering what 
on earth had hgppened to her, but 
it was worth something to see the 
look of suffering fade out of her 
baby eyes. 

“In the next hut we found a wom- 
an and baby; not such an adorable 
baby, but a baby just the same. 
The woman had a single, thin cot- 
ton garment hanging in rags, while 
the baby was wrapped up in odds 
and ends. An older child had 
frozen to death two nights before, 
and had to be buried uncoffined. 
The woman was wailing in miser- 
able grief. 

“Next door a middle-aged. emaci- 
ated woman crouched all alone 
against the wall She had a little 
basket partly filled with elm leaves 
and nothing more. She had been 
eating these, or trying to. She had 
some of them soaked up in a little 
bowl of water, and a more sicken- 
ing mess I never looked at. 

“She had heard grain was to be 
given the very poor, but had no 
ticket, and was too weak to make 
the effort to get one. We did what 
we could, but I was_sure she never 
could win through. She would die.”
